Treasurer’s  Report  for  the  Year  Ended 

3 1  st  December,  1 940. 


My  Lord  President,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


The  Accounts  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1940  including  Income  and 
Expenditure  Account,  Balance  Sheet  and  Auditor’s  Certificate  are  in  your 
hands  and  I  assume  that,  as  usual,  you  will  wish  me  to  take  them  as  having 
been  read.  So  far  as  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  is  concerned  you 
wrill  find  it  somewhat  difficult  to  make  useful  comparison  with  the  various 
items  in  the  preceding  twelve  months  as  not  only  was  our  expenditure  sub¬ 
stantially  increased  by  the  steps  necessary  to  meet  the  National  Emergency, 
but  our  Income  was  temporarily  prejudicially  affected  by  the  adoption  of  the 
Contributory  Scheme  during  the  period  under  review.  So  far  as  our  increased 
expenditure  is  concerned  we  have  been  or  shall  be  recouped  to  a  large  extent 
by  repayment  or  grant  and  the  fall  in  Income  during  the  transition  period  was 
clearly  foreseen  and  will  no  doubt  be  more  than  made  good  as  the  Peterborough 
and  District  Memorial  Hospital  Contributory  Association  gets  into  its  stride. 

Dealing  with  Income,  the  fall  under  the  headings  Associated  Subscrip¬ 
tions,  Grateful  Patients,  and  Quota  Committees  are  no  doubt  attributable 
to  this  and  are  offset  to  some  extent  by  the  £800  received  from  the  Contrib¬ 
utory  Association. 

The  fall  of  £2,615  shown  in  the  amount  received  from  the  Peterborough 
and  District  Workpeople’s  Hospital  Fund  is  misleading  unless  you  have  re¬ 
ferred  to  my  Report  of  twelve  months  ago,  when.  1  aivise  1  you  that  the  figures 
for  1939  included  a  sum  of  £2,000  actually  collected  by  the  Fund  in  their 
1938  income. 

You  will  see  there  has  been  a  welcome  increase  under  the  heading  “  Con- 
giegational  Collections.”  Receipts  on  account  of  Services  Rendered  all  show 
increases  for  the  very  good  reason  that  there  have  been  more  patients  and 
more  work.  Ministry  of  Health  for  Emergency  Medical  Service  covers  a 
full  twelve  months  as  compared  with  about  three  months  in  1939,  and  of 
course  merely  represents  refund  of  expenditure. 


The  item  under  the  heading  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  is  a  new  one 
and  is  to  meet  the  expense  of  additional  Pathological  assistance.  It  is  offset 
by  an  increase  under  the  heading  of  Salaries  for  this  Department. 

Ministry  of  Health  recoverable  expenditure  £400  10s.  3d.  represents 

reimbursement  for  the  cost  of  certain  equipment  authorised  by  the  Ministry 
which  is  shown  as  a  separate  entry  on  Expenditure  side. 


Taking  Expenditure,  I  think  all  the  increases  are  due  to  increased  service 
and  increasing  cost  of  commodities.  The  fall  under  the  heading  of  Laundry 
is  rather  misleading  as  during  the  greater  part  of  last  year  we  were  enjoying 
the  advantages  of  the  new  boilers  which  serve  the  whole  Institution,  including 
the  Laundry.  Previously  there  was  a  separate  Boiler  Plant  for  the  Laundry 
and  running  costs  were  kept  distinct. 
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The  special  heading  Public  Fees  payable  to  Medical  Officers  shows  an 
increase  of  £461  19s.  6d.,  but  includes  £359  8s.  Od.  which  was  recovered 

from  the  Ministry  of  I  fealth  under  the  heading  of  Emergency  Medical  Service. 
A.E.P.  expenses,  £305  6s.  Od. —  this  was  for  Black-out  and  similar  expenses 

and  seme  portion  of  this  will,  we  hope,  be  recovered. 

You  will  see  that  during  the  twelve  months  our  total  Expenditure  ex¬ 
ceeded  our  total  Inccme  by  £'2,184  16s.  9d.,  which  I  feel  must  be  considered 

satisfactory  in  all  the  circumstances.  These  figures  might  well  have  been 
substantially  exceeded  had  not  your  Committees  very  carefully  scrutinised 
all  expenditure  and  had  our  Staff  not  assisted  in  carrying  out  economies. 


Adding  this  sum  to  the  deficit  brought  forward  at  the  end  of  1939,  we 
get  a  total  of  £3,694  19s.  4d.  towards  which  your  Committee  have  since 

allocated  £1,957  3s.  Od.  standing  on  Legacy  Account.  This  will  still  leave 

a  nett  deficit  of  £1,737  16s.  4d.,  which  we  hope  you  will  deal  with  by  increas¬ 

ing  contributions  through  the  Contributory  Scheme  or  through  other  channels. 

I  do  not  think  the  Ealance  Sheet  calls  fc-r  much  comment  but  I  would 
point  out  that  the  item  “  Appreciation  on  Investments  ”  is  a  Book  Entry  only. 
It  does,  however,  suggest  that  your  Fi  nds  have  been  shrewdly  invested  as 
they  have  not  only  returned  a  satisfactciy  lucerne  but  also  show  a  Capital 
Appreciation  of  over  7  per  cent,  during  twelve  months  of  World  War. 

The  Balance  Sheet  for  the  1936  Extension  Scheme  as  at  31st  December, 
1940,  is  as  follows  :  (see  page  23). 

We  therefore  have  balances  in  hand  totalling  £8,537  Os.  lid.,  to  which 
will  be  added  the  substantial  sums  recoverable  for  Income  Tax  for  the  years 

1939/40  and  1940/41. 


As  you  will  remember  the  major  portion  of  the  expenditure  on  the  new 
boiler  house  was  generously  met  by  Dr.  Collins  arid  our  payments  really  refer 
to  the  extension  of  the  heating  service,  etc.,  to  our  main  building  and  some 
other  incidental  items.

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Report  of  the  Management  Committee 
for  the  Year  Ended  3 1  st  December,  1  940. 


My  Lord  President,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


At  the  conclusion  of  another  year’s  working  of  the  Institution  it  is  with 
much  pleasure  I  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Management  Committee 
for  the  twelve  months  to  31st  December  last. 


The  work  of  the  Institution  has  been  continued  during  the  past  year 
under  conditions  which  you  must  all  realise  have  not  been  normal,  and,  al¬ 
though  difficulties  have  arisen  from  time  to  time,  I  think  we  can  quite  can¬ 
didly  stale  that  the  service  we  have  been  able  to  render  the  civilian  population 
hr  s  net  in  any  way  been  seriously  interfered  with. 


During  the  year  under  review  we  have  treated  a  total  unmber  of  9391 
patients,  as  compared  with  8907  in  1939. 


The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily  was  127.32  (compared  with 
114.10  in  1939),  and  the  average  stay  of  each  patient  was  20  days  (18.91  days 
in  1939.  The  total  number  of  persons  admitted  to  the  Wards  was  2324 
(2202  in  1939).  The  average  cost  of  treating  in-patients  was  ^9  3s.  4d. 

(£8  7s.  6d.  in  1939)  or  9/2d.  per  day.  The  cost  of  each  out-patient  was  1  Is., 

which  is  the  same  figure  as  in  1939. 


Last  year  I  reported  ihat  we  were  without  the  assistance  of  Mr.  J.  P. 
Monkhouse  and  Dr.  Broad  (his  Assistant)  in  our  Ear,  Nose,  and  Throat  De¬ 
partment,  but  I  am  glad  to  say  that  during  the  year  under  review  we  have 
again  had  the  services  of  these  two  gentlemen,  and  the  waiting  list  of  that 
department  has  accordingly  been  kept  within  reasonable  limits. 


The  work  of  the  Pathological  Department  continued  to  be  as  heavy  as 
in  previous  years,  and  by  arrangement  with  the  Medical  Research  Council 
we  have  been  supplied  with  additional  assistance  in  that  department,  the  Coun¬ 
cil  meeting  the  added  expenditure. 


There  has  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the  Nursing  Staff,  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  senior  members  having  been  called  up  for  duty  with  the  Auxil¬ 
iary  Territorial  Service,  thus  greatly  adding  to  the  difficulties  in  the  Nursing 
Department,  but  we  ha\e  had  the  services  of  an  increased  number  of  the  Civil 
Nursing  Reserve. 

Detailed  arrangements  have  been  worked  out  for  the  reception  of  Air 
Raid  Casualties,  etc.,  and  as  you  probably  are  aw'are  we  have  dealt  with  a 
certain  number  of  these.  In  this  connection  we  have  from  time  to  time  held 
joint  meetings  with  our  local  A.R.P.  Authorities  and  we  believe  that  should  a 
serious  position  arise  in  the  City,  these  arrangements  will  function  satisfactor¬ 
ily. 

V 
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Under  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  we  are  about  to  add  additional 
beds  to  the  number  of  100  and  these  will  be  accommodated  at  Thorpe  Hall 
which  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  taken  over  for  us  as  a  temporary  Hospital 
Annexe.  The  Hall  is  at  present  being  adapted  and  we  hope  within  abou^ 
two  months  to  be  in  occupation  of  these  premises. 

During  the  past  year  the  Contributory  Association  has  come  into  exist¬ 
ence  and  should  prove  of  great  financial  help  to  the  Institution,  but  I  will 
not  go  further  into  this  matter  as  you  are  to  hear  a  report  from  Mr.  J.  Stephen¬ 
son  on  the  subject,  but  I  would  like  to  say  that  the  outcome  of  the  joint  ar¬ 
rangements  made  between  the  previous  members  of  the  Peterborough  and 
District  Workpeople’s  Hospital  Fund  and  the  Hospital  Authorities  is  that  the 
Scheme  seems  to  be  well  started  on  the  road  to  success. 

At  one  time  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  anticipated  being  able 
to  discuss  with  the  Maintenance  Committees  in  the  areas  where  the  Peter¬ 
borough  Hospital  District  overlaps  neighbouring  Hospital.  Districts,  with  the 
idea  of  making  some  joint  arrangements  in  view  of  the  institution  of  the 
Contributory  Scheme,  but  it  was  felt  much  more  desirable  that  the  Contrib¬ 
utory  Association,  when  once  it  was  instituted  should  make  its  own  arrange¬ 
ments,  and  accordingly  the  Management  Committee  recommended  that  the 
Contributory  Scheme  Organiser  should  make  contact  direct  from  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  with  such  Maintenance  Committees. 

The  members  of  the  Contributory  Association  nominated  to  sit  on  the 
Management  Committee  in  addition  to  Mr.  Joseph  Stephenson  and  Mr.  W.  T. 
Freestone,  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  respectively  of  the  Association, 
are  Mr.  F.  C.  Bartlett  and  Mr.  W.  Daws.  The  Members  of  the  Management 
Committee  elected  to  serve  on  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Contributory 
Scheme  are  as  follows  : — Mr.  I.  Whitsed,  Mr.  A.  J.  Dillingham,  Mr.  A.  F.  Per- 
cival  and  Mr.  G.  T.  Vawser.  Members  of  the  Medical  Board  elected  likewise 
are  Dr.  R.  A.  Walker  and  Dr.  W.  Marshall. 

It  has  been  decided  that  a  Private  Subscribers’  Benefit  Scheme  should 
be  started.  This  came  into  force  as  from  the  1st  January,  1941,  and  pamph¬ 
lets  have  already  been,  issued.  There  are  two  sections — either  of  which  a 
subscriber  can  join  and  full  details  can  easily  be  obtained  from  the  Hospital 
upon  application  to  the  Secretary. 

A  Publicity  Committee  has  recently  been  appointed  of  which  Mr.  A.  J, 
Dillingham  is  Chairman.  Members  have  been  co-opted  on  to  it  representing 
the  Local  Press,  and  the  Entertainers’  Association,  and  it  is  hoped  that  as  a 
result  the  Public  will  be  more  than  ever  acquainted  with  the  activities  of  the 
Hospital. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  new  Boiler  House  and  Plant  has 
given  great  satisfac  tion,  and  the  heating,  etc.,  of  the  building  is  more  efficient. 
The  Sun  Room  provided  by  Auntie  Rhona  (of  the  Peterborough  Standard) 
and  her  Chums,  which  was  officially  opened  in  1940,  has  also  proved  of  great 
benefit.

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In  view  of  existing  difficulties  it  was  not  thought  advisable  to  hold  a 
Pound  Day  effort  last  year,  but  an  egg  day  was  organised,  Mrs.  Walter  Bet- 
tinson  being  one  of  the  chief  movers  in  this  effort,  together  with  a  number  of 
our  friends  throughout  the  district.  The  result  was  that  some  15,000  eggs 
were  collected  - — an  extremely  helpful  item. 


We  are  most  grateful  to  all  donors  of  gifts  of  fruit,  vegetables  and  flowers, 
books,  etc.,  and  to  those  farmers  in  the  District  who  have  so  generously  sent 
gifts  of  potatoes.  We  would  also  express  our  thanks  to  Mr.  Robert  Bibby, 
who  is  untiring  in  his  efforts  in  organising  the  Potato  Gift  Scheme  for  us. 

We  would  like  to  place  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the  gift  of  the 
Superficial  Therapy  X-ray  Apparatus.  The  balance  of  this  gift  has  just  been 
completed  by  the  L.M.S.  Motive  Power  Section  Hospital  Fund  and  they  have, 
I  am  pleased  to  report,  undertaken  to  be  responsible  for  the  payment  of  an 
Electrocardiograph.  This  actually  is  in  use  and  will  be  paid  for  over  the  period 
of  the  next  two  years. 


To  the  President,  other  officials  and  members  of  the  Ladies’  Linen  Asso¬ 
ciation,  I  also  desire  to  express  thanks  for  the  great  assistance  they  have 
rendered  Ihe  Hospital  during  the  past  year.  The  value  of  the  linen,  etc., 
presented  during  the  12  months  was  £357  8s.  3d. 

I  would  again  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  the  Hon¬ 
orary  Acting  Staff  fcr  their  successful  and  untiring  service  to  the  Hospital, 
to  the  Pathologist,  the  Resident  Medical  Officers,  the  Acting  Matron,  the 
Acting  Assistant  Matron,  Sisters  and  other  members  of  our  efficient  Nursing 
Staff,  Masseuse,  Radiogragher  and  Dispenser,  and  to  all  other  Officers  of  the 
Institution,  and  also  the  Volunteer  Stretcher  Bearers,  Blood  Donors,  Decon¬ 
tamination  Squad  Members,  Voluntary  Clerks,  Women’s  Voluntary  Service, 
to  the  Members  of  Toe  H,  and  to  the  Members  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade, 
as  well  as  the  Nursing  Members  of  that  Brigade,  for  their  prompt  and  willing 
help  given  for  the  benefit  of  our  patients.

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Report  of  the  Contributory  Association 
for  the  Period  1  st  October  to  3 1  st 

December,  1 940. 

My  Lord  President,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  Peterborough  and  District  Memorial 
Hospital  Contributory  Association  was  inaugurated  during  1940,  and  is  making 
very  satisfactory  progress. 


The  Executive  Council  of  the  Scheme  is  representative  of  the  Workpeople 
who  contribute  and  the  Management  Committee  and  Honorary  Medical 
Officers  of  the  Hospital. 

An  Organiser  was  appointed  in  June  last.  His  name  is  Mr.  A.  Philip 
Allen,  and  he  was  nine  years  Assistant  Organiser  to  the  Leicester  and  County 
Saturday  Hospital  Society.  He  has  had  a  very  good  experience,  and  the 
Executive  Council  are  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which  he  is  carrying  out 
his  duties. 


The  work  is  at  present  very  heavy,  and  not  only  has  he  to  organise  the 
collections  in  the  City,  but  also  a  large  number  of  villages  in  the  District  served 
by  the  Hospital,  and  he  has,  of  course,  to  get  into  contact  with  every  one  of 
them. 


The  Scheme  was  only  working  for  three  months  in  last  year,  arid  up-to- 
date,  263  firms  have  joined  the  Scheme  and  the  number  of  employees  con¬ 
cerned  is  approximately  19,000. 

So  far  44  village  Committees  have  come  in,  but  there  are  a  number  of 
villages  still  outstanding,  and,  in  this  connection  I  hope  that  the  Committees 
concerned  will  not  hesitate  to  communicate  with  our  Organiser,  so  that  ar¬ 
rangements  can  be  made,  for  the  longer  these  are  deferred,  the  more  time  will 
have  to  elapse  before  members,  who  may  be  enrolled,  will  become  eu titled 
to  free  treatment  under  the  Scheme. 

There  is  one  point  I  particularly  would  like  to  stress,  namely  that  the 
letters  of  recommendation  which  entitled  our  f  ormer  patients  presenting  them 
at  the  Hospital,  to  obtain  free  treatment,  cease  to  be  valid  on  the  31st  March 
next,  and  after  that  date  patients  who  do  not  present  a  Voucher  from  the 
Contributory  Association  will  be  charged  for  their  treatment  at  the  Institution.

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Report  of  the  Medical  Board  for  the  Year 
Ended  3 1  st  December,  1  940. 

My  Lord  President,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

On  behalf  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  I  have  pleasure 
in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Board. 

Although  during  the  year  there  has  been  a  considerable  demand  on  our 
beds  for  members  of  H.M.  Forces,  which  has  on  many  occasions  resulted  in 
overcrowding  of  the  male  wards,  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  our  full  civil 
service  and  the  numbers  of  patients  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission  has  been 
kept  as  low  as  possible. 

The  recent  opening  of  Paston  Hall  and  the  Lindens  for  the  reception  of 
Convalescent  members  of  the  Forces  will  now  shorten  the  number  of  days 
they  will  occupy  our  beds  and  this  will  give  much  relief  to  o  ir  hard-working 
Nursing  Staff. 

For  several  months  during  the  summer,  fully  trained  orderlies  from  the 
18th  General  Hospital,  which  was  stationed  at  St.  Peter’s  College,  gave  the 
Nurses  and  Porters  considerable  assistance  and  we  wish  to  record  our  thanks 
to  their  Commanding  Officer,  Colonel  Whalley. 


The  Board  has  held  regular  and  frequent  meetings  during  the  year  in 
their  endeavour  to  be  prepared  to  render  efficient  service  at  the  Hospital, 
or  elsewhere,  should  any  serious  emergency  arise,  and  special  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  arrangements  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  Air  Raid 
Casualties.  The  Board  record  their  appreciation  and  thanks  for  the  very 
helpful  co-operation  of  Dr.  Hawes  in  their  plans  for  all  the  Emergency  Medical 
Service  and  they  welcome  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Shallcross  as  Secretary 
in  charge  of  this  work. 

Great  advance  has  been  made  in  preparations  for  Blood  Transfusion 
Service  by  Dr.  Fulton  and  he  now  has  at  call  a  large  number  of  Donors  and  a 
stock  of  stored  blood  and  plasma. 

The  Board  have  re-organised  the  course  of  lectures  given  to  the  Nurses 
and  hope  that  this  will  secure  greater  efficiency  and  bcttere  £  a,  mi  nation  results 

New  apparatus  for  more  efficient  Oxygen  therapy  and  the  most  modern. 
Anaesthetic  apparatus  have  been  acquired  and  owing  to  the  generous  donation 
of  the  L.M.  &  S.  Railway  Motive  Power  Section  we  now  possess  an  Electro¬ 
cardiograph  which  was  much  needed.
